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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Visser reference in figures 5 and 6 clearly 
indicates that the coils in the superior end of head direction indicated by numbers 21-24 have a dimension or diameter smaller than the 
coils in the inferior end indicated by numbers 26-28. Visser also teaches that the coils have to fitted to conform to the shape of the object 
[0037], where the superior end of the head has a smaller dimension and therefore since the coils are arranged to conform to the shape of 
the object, the coils fitted around the superior end would then necessarily have a smaller dimension. Also, referring back to [0031], Visser 
teaches that the ear to ear direction is the foldover direction because the width of the head is smallest in this direction and therefore the 
coils surrounding this end would necessarily have a smaller dimension as depicted in the figures. The coil arrangement in the claim does 
not have a specific dimension or diameter and since it is only claiming that the superior portion is 'smaller* than the anterior portion, Visser 
meets this requirement as indicated in the figures .
